Two fires at early hours this morn­ 
ing made the worst conflagration that 
Hagerstown has had in many years. 
The losses are estimated to reach a 
total of $400,000. 
The buildings 
de­ 
stroyed are the following: 
Antietam Garage, 
opposite Balti­ 
more and 
Ohio 
passenger 
station. 
Contained eighty automobiles, all of 
which were destroyed. 
Skating rink 
on second floor. Loss of building $40,- 
000. 
Loss of automobiles $150,000. 
Antietam Fire Company Hall. Ad­ 
joining 
garage. 
Headquarters 
of 
Company B,Maryland National Guard. 
Totally destroyed. Loss $30,000. 
Baldwin Hotel. 
Loss $200,000. Sev­ 
eral stores in hotel building, Grove 
Brothers’ men’s furnishings; M. Bruce 
Carson, jeweler and smaller stores. 
Loss not computed. 
Several other buildings were some­ 
what damaged. 
The post office was 
threatened and the Academy of Music 
in the rear of the Baldwin was saved 
with difficulty. 
There were two separate and dis­ 
tinct fires. The first occurred 
about 
half past one o’clock 
when 
a 
man 
walked into the Antietam garage and 
lighted a match. 
The place was evi­ 
dently filled with gas of some sort for 
it immediately 
took fire and 
dense 
volumes of flames poured out. 
The 
man who caused the fire escaped with 
some 
difficulty and 
at 
once 
gave 
the alarm. 
The Antietam Fire Com­ 
pany responded from their building 
adjoining and the whole city fire 
de­ 
partm ent was soon on the scene. 
' 
In the garage were stored Hagers­ 
town’s 
best 
automobiles, 
several 
Pierce-Arrows and other hieh priced 
machines, while the place also 
had 
the agency for the Franklin and Buick 
cars and had a large stock of new’ ones 
on hand. The building w’as owned 
by 
O. I). Shelly and H arry E. Baker con­ 
ducted the garage. A skating rink on 
the second.floor of the building went 
with it. 
The progress of the flames was not 
I stayed until the Fire Company Hall 
adjoining was beyond saving and the 
J. W. Myers wholesale grocery w*as 
also ablaze. 
It was saved together 
with the post office and other nearby 
buildings. 
Scarcely had this fire been gotten un­ 
der control when the large Baldwin 
Hotel, some distance away, was found 
to be on fire. 
Hurry calls were sent 
to Chambersburg and Winchester for 
assistance and companies were rushed 
from bbth places. The fire at the Bald­ 
win started in the kitchen but from 
what cause is not known. 
It spread rapidly through all parts 
of the building and one half of it was 
completely gutted while the remaind­ 
er is so drenched with water that re­ 
building will be necessary. 
For hours 
streams of water have been playing 
on the ruins and the fire is still burn­ 
ing at 
the time of 
going to press 
though the Hagerstown and visiting 
companies did remarkably quick work 
in mastering the stubborn blaze.

Mrs. James Weygandt Finds Hus­ 


band Dead in Bed. Thomas Mc­ 


Cullough, Colored Veteran of tbs 


Civil War, Dies at his Home.

James E. Weygandt was found dead 
in bed at his home, 342 York street, oy 
Mrs. Weygandt about six o’clock this 
morning. He had evidently been dead 
for several hours. 
For the past four or five years, Mr. 
Weygandt had been in failing health, 
dropsy with complications being the 
direct cause of his death. He was able 
to be about the 
house as 
usual on 
Tuesday, however, and when he re­ 
tired for the night, was apparently in 
his usual condition. 
No knowledge of 
any turn for the worse was had un­ 
til Mrs. Weygandt went to his room 
this morning, only to find that he had 
died during the night. 
Mr. W eygandt was a native of Get­ 
tysburg. He was born on November 
25, 1843 and was accordingly 70 years, 
ll months and 3 days of age. 
For .n 
number of years he followed the trade 
of a tanner and was employed at the 
old Gilbert tannery. 
Irater he was an 
employe a t the Reaser furniture fac­ 
tory. 
He leaves his wife who, before mar­ 
riage, was Miss Laura Wolf. 
He also 
leaves three 
children, Samuel Wey­ 
gandt, Miss Ruth Weygandt and Mrs. 
Paul Lutz, all living at home. 
One 
sister, Mrs. Joshua Bain, of Gettys­ 
burg, also survives.

FARMERS GUARD 
AGAINSTDAMAGE 


Rabbit Hunters this Year will Find 


that Few Farmers will Allow 


General Hunting on their Lands. 


Fear Damage to their Properties. 


Adams County farmers are taking 
note of the fact that County Treas­ 
urer Spangler has issued well on to 
two thousand 
licenses 
for hunting 
and, as a result, ’trespass signs do’* 
their trees and fences while scores of 
warnings, to avoid the penalty pro­ 
vided 
by law, appear in 
the news­ 
papers. 
It is doubtful if there was ever such 
a widespread protest by the people of 
the county against promiscuous hunt­ 
ing on their lands. 
In some sections, 
where the farms contain a goodly per­ 
centage of -‘‘rabbit ground” the trav­ 
eler can go 
for 
several miles at a 
time to find every place protected by 
the trespass signs. 
Whole townships 
are so completely 
posted 
that the 
hunter finds 
very little 
chance for 
sport. 
The action of the farmers is not 
confined to one portion of the county 
but in every township there are those 
who do not want the gunners to be 
shooting on their farms. 
And the rural people claim they have 
good reason for what, at first thought, 
may appear selfishness. In years past 
they have suffered much through the 
destruction of 
fences. 
Thoughtless 
hunters go right through rail or wire 
fences without stopping for a momem 
to repair any damage they may have 
done. Others, through lack of care or 
out of pure mischief, have shot do­ 
mestic fowls, while some farmers evei, 
claim that the hunting on their land 
has almost resulted in injury to mem­ 
bers of their families, through stray 
shots. 
Most farmers do not object to the 
careful hunter using his land for gun­ 
ning purposes. There is usually more 
than enough game for everybody but 
the farmer wants to pick the people 
and know who is traveling over 
bb 
farm. 
As a result there 
are many 
who will willingly grant permission 
to hunters to hunt on their land if a 
request for permission is made. 
The license tag on the arm of every 
hunter is serving as a quick means 
of identification in case of trouble and 
most farmers take kindly to that pro­ 
vision of 
the hunters’ 
license law. 
Meanwhile 
those 
who seek the “No 
Trespassing” protection of the paper 
grows and the sale of cardboard anti 
muslin signs increase. 
The rabbit season opens next Mon­ 
day.

The War Office In Paris Report* Ad­ 


vances 
By 
the 
Allies 
In 
Bel­ 


gium. 


London, Oct. 28.—Violent conflicts 
which have been raging for several 
days along both ends of the far flung 
battle line from W est Flanders, in 
Belgium, to the Franco Prussian fron­ 
tier on the east, have resulted in se ­ 
vere setbacks for the Germans, ac­ 
cording to advices received here from 
Ute continent. 
In Belgium the G erm an advance to 
the coast has received tile most se­ 
vere check of the cam paign. The in­ 
vaders, since crossing the Yser, have 
met with a stonewall defense on the 
part of the allies, whose lines have 
been strongly reinforced. Tho heavy 
artillery which 
the 
kaiser’s 
forces 
brought up to aid in their advance 
on Calais has not been as effective 
as was thought it would be. Nor has 
the kaiser’s edict of “d a i s at any 
cost” spurred tile forces under his 
command to efforts which have been 
crowned with g reater success than 
hitherto. 
The sm ashing dash against the al­ 
lied force* on the w estern end of the 
battle front In Belgium in the region 
near Nieuport and 
Dixmunde 
was 
dealt a severe blow by the Belgian, 
French and British forces, and tho 
war office in Paris announced tha. 
the allies have been able to gain much 
ground south of Dixmunde. 
On the other end of the line the 
French arm y continues its advance 
into German territory. In Kilting of a 
most severe c h a ra cter the invaders, 
who had established strong positions 
near Nancy and Toul, have now Ie *-a 
driven across the frontier into their 
own territory, with the French troops 
In hot pursuit. D esperate fighting con­ 
tinues along all p arts of the line in 
France, with the G erm ans in im mi­ 
nent danger of losing their tilth* rio 
im pregnable positions. 
On a m iniature scale the status of 
the opposing arm ies in upper Belgium 
ran parallel to the conditions which 
prevailed when the G erm an rush to­ 
ward Paris was checked. The Ger­ 
man 
forward 
m ovem ent lias been 
tdiaraetrlzed by an even greater pro­ 
digality of men than was shown in the 
inarch in the direction of Paris. The 
invaders succeeded for days in bat­ 
tering their way and then suddenly 
cam e something wiglet* caused them 
to pause. 
Since 
Saturday no German gain 
has oeen recorded, and it is apparent 
that the allies have eith er brought up 
such 
strong 
reinforcem ents or en ­ 
trenched them selves so well, or both, 
that the Germans m ust sacrifice man 
alte r man for every foot of ground. 
Tile tint country In W est Flanders 
perm its no such 
entrench m ents as 
made the arca of hostilities in France 
famous, but the British and Belgians, 
with warships at th eir hack, have dug 
themselves in w herever practicable, 
while throwing out 
every obstacle 
possible to impede the enemy. 
W hether German ra n 
drive 
her 
forces like a ram through the allied 
harrier as a task, the result of which 
Is to decide the success or failure of 
her plan to reach Calais ami from 
th ere set in motion a long chertshed 
schem e to harrass England. On the 
other hand the failure of the German 
forces to progress, it is maintained 
by 
military 
observers iii England, 
probably would m ean another retreat. 
The statem ent issued by the official 
press bureau 
indicated how slowly 
each side must feel its way among tile 
hundreds of little Belgian villages. To 
go forward without careful reconnoi­ 
tering would he extrem ely perilous, 
as it is never known w hether a vil­ 
lage Is merely occupied by harm less 
citizens or by arm ed forces ready to 
attack. 
Tile adm iralty has not yet admitted 
that the monitors w orking off the Bel­ 
gian coast have sustained any dam 
age, though the G erm ans 
claim to 
have reached the vessels with their 
artillery. 
Tile Germans continue to send big 
masses of troops to the westward and 
the southw estw ard, according to a 
dispatch from 
Ternouzeff, 
Holland, 
published in tile A m sterdam Courant. 
A message to this effect has been sent 
to lo ndon by the A m sterdam cores­ 
pondent of R euter’s Telegram com­ 
pany. 
The Te m ouse Af m essage says fur­ 
ther that the allies who approached 
Thielt Saturday 
w ere 
repulsed by 
fresh German troops. On Sunday IO,.1 
ooh Austrians arrived at Ghent, where 
only a few G erm ans remain. 
The following are the official bul­ 
letins:

Berlin, Oct. 28.— Fighting is iii pr.v 
gress about the walls of W arsaw, tile 
capital of Poland, and Zeppelin air 
ships are niding in the bombardment 
of that city, says an official state 
nient issued by the war office.

stalem ent follows: 
“The operations 
against Warsaw 
are highly successful. The battle is 
raging at the walls of the city. Heavy 
lo sties have been inflicted 
on 
the 
troops from Siberia anti the Caucasus, 
who were put in the first line of the 
Ru asians. 
“Tile commander of one regiment 
had to be replaced three times as the 
result of th® effective work of our 
sharpshooters. 
“Zeppelins and aeroplanes are bom ­ 
barding 
the 
Warsaw' 
fortifications 
with bombs and are causing great 
damage. 
“Tile council of Warsaw' has left 
the pity and the inhabitants are de­ 
parting as rapidly as possible.” 


New German Move Falls, Says Czar.

Two Americans, Captaured by Car­ 


ranza Men, Were Executed Because 


They Aided Villa. 


El Paso, Tex., Oct. 2 8 —An attempt 
bas been m ade to assassinate General 
Francisco Villa by an agent said to 
have been commissioned aud paid by 
General Pablo Gonzales, General Car 
ranza's staunch supporter. 
This 
report 
w as 
sent by Luis 
Aguirre Bcnevides, Villa’s first score 
tary. The would-be assassin, Francis 
co I. Mugla, was executed after mak 
lug a confession before George C. 
Caruthers, 
the 
Anteri* an 
consular 
agent. 
The telegram from Villa’s secretary 
said that Muuia was apprehended at 
Guadalupe, where Gen ral Villa, with 
his troops, lins been awaiting til® out­ 
come of the peace conference. 
T he official report stated that the 
prisoner just prior to his execution 
told Hie Villa officials that lie had 
been paid a large sum of money by 
General Gonzales at Mexico City. In 
his possession was found incrim inat­ 
ing evidence and a loaded pistol. 
“ .Mr. Consul, please advise your gov­ 
ernm ent and my family that i di**d a 
traitor,” Mugia w as quoted as having 
said. 
Mugla was an 
Argentine subject, 
lie assassinated a German consular 
official in Mexico City some 
years 
ago. Genera! Pablo Gonzales has been 
regarded as Villa’s strongest oppon­ 
ent in Villa’s controversies with Car­ 
ranza. 
Two Americans were executed by 
General H errera following his capture 
of Parral, Chihuahua, Friday night 
according to Juan Bacqurr, of Fan 
Antonio, Texas, w ho is a refugee I rom 
Parral. 
Ba* (pier has advices from Robert 
Garcia, at Parral, saying Edward P. 
Baker, of Philadelphia, and a man 
named Freusteln, of HI Paso, w'cro 
accused of aiding the Villa garrison in 
the battle ami were put to death. 
Freustein’s name does not appca* 
iii the El Paso directory, and he Is 
supposed to have been a soldier of 
fortune. 
The Villa garrison of 20A*>, barring 
the dead aud wounded, Is scattered. 
H errera captured and executed forty- 
nine prisoners. The battle was fought 
all of Friday night, and on Saturday 
tile Villa forces, driven from their 
last defense®, broke ami run in all 
directions. 
Mexican priests are reported lead 
ig a third revolution in Central Mex­ 
ico, striking at both the Carranza ami 
Villa 
Constitutionalists. 
An 
appeal 
has been issued to soldiers anil for­ 
m er soldiers of all arm ies to rally 
around the new cause, which aims 
primarily to protect what remains of 
church property.

MANY DEAD IN MINE 


Twenty-Einht [Todies Rsoovfred and 
Scores Entombed by Explosion. 
Royalton, 111., < ct. 28—Tw enty eight 
of the SOH m iners who were trapped 
in the Mitchel coal mine, near hero, 
when an explosion occurred on 
inc 
of the lower levels, are known to have 
been killed. 
The bodies of the dead have bsen 
recovered. 
One hundred and fifty of 
the workers have been taken out alive 
by the rescuing crows. 
A majority of tile rem ainder of the 
trapped miners are believed to have 
been lost. They a rr on the IpvpI un­ 
der the one on which the explosion 
occurred, and it will be some time 
before the rescuers arc able to reach 
them. 
Eighty five of the rescued men had 
been overcome by gas, and they w ere 
revived with difficulty when brought 
to the surface. 
The 
pilaft 
entrances are hanked 
with scores of walling women and 
children, whose husbands and fath ­ 
ers still are in the mine. Tile wmmen 
fought to enter Gip cages and engage 
In the work of rescue, and it was with 
difficulty that they were restrained 
from leaping down the shafts. 
Among the victim® of tile explosion 
were twenty-five boys, clr cen of them 
under sixteen years of age.

Contradicting tin* statement* of Horne 
naval men, the unpreparedness of the 
American navy for war was frankly 
conceded In an official statement Oy 
Acting Secretary Franklin IX Roose­ 
velt. 
In this statement he says: 
"Mention has been made of the un­ 
readiness of the fleet 
It was true that 
during the past two years maneuvers 
and battle practice of the fleet as a 
whole have, of necessity, been greatly 
curtailed. 
International affairs have 
required the use of a certain number 
of our ships on foreign duty. 
"In many of these oases the depart­ 
ment has found It necessary, owing to 
the shortage of men, to use battleships 
for duty which could have been i**r- 
fornied as well by gunboats or small 
cruisers. 
This lack of fleet maneuvers 
Is, however, a matter which can l>e 
remedied by a few months* practice, 
aud It is hoped that these maneuvers 
will take place in the Dear future. 


Wa Need 18,000 Mora Sailors. 
‘T o provide a proper complement for 
all vessels of the navy which could 
atli! be made useful for war purjajscs 
would require an addition to the pres­ 
ent force allowed by congress of about 
18.UJU men. 
"Meanwhile the problem Is liecoin 
lug more difficult as time goes on Is* 
* ause of the vessels under construe 
lion which must shortly be provided 
with crews. 
"Fo r Instance, during flit* coming 
year two battleships, the Oklahoma

"There are now out of commission 
three second line battleships, three 
accend line cruisers, one third class 
i miser, one destroyer, two monitor*.

verted yachts. These vessels tire ho(*e- 
lesaly out of date.

"Also in regard to the lack of cor 
tall) auxiliaries and the Insufficient 
numlier of scouts much can bo done 
to make the fleet better balanced."

John I). Rockefeller's assertion that 
he was involved in the snit “only t< 
provide drapery and scenery for the 
government’s case,” colored the h^r.r 
Irk of the suit in the United States: 
circuit court of appeals. 
The James J. Hill Croat North rn 
Interests and the Rockefellers, wit 
are named as defendants in th*- aile* 
ed steel conspiracy, had special law 
yers to plead tor them in the Le k ra i 
building at Ninth and Chestnut. 
The fright that the Clayton hill has 
caused among the parties in the suit 
was very evident in the pleas. The 
lawyers declared frankly that an ad­ 
verse decision In th'* present 
ens * 
would make both the Rockefeller and 
the Hill Interests “shining marks" for 
hundreds of minor suitr-, sfn*e the law 
provides that suc h a decision, render­ 
ed in a federal suit for restraint of 
trade, must hereafter be accepted ai 
prima facie proof of wrongdoing when 
cited In a court for damages. 
Frederic it. Kellogg, of tile r< rpora 
Hon counsel, made this provision tin 
basis of a special plea on behalf of 
the Hill Interests.
